Kaufman County District Attorney Mike McLelland,

When they arrived, investigators found the two had been 
shot multiple times. Cartridge casings were scattered near their bodies, the af- 
fidavit said.

After slayings, police 
take steps to protect 
prosecutors, staff 

Kaufman, Texas 

Deputies escorted some Kaufman 
County employees into the court- 
house Monday, two days after the 
district attorney and his wife were 
found shot to death in their home 
in an attack that stirred fears that 
other public employees could be 
targeted by assassins. 

Law enforcement officers were 
seen patrolling one side of the 
courthouse, one holding a semi- 
automatic weapon, while others 
walked around inside. 

Authorities have said little 
about the investigation into the 
deaths of Kaufman County Dis- 
trict Attorney Mike McLelland 
and his wife, whose bodies were 
found Saturday. 

The couple’s slayings came less 
than two weeks after Colorado’s 
prison chief was shot to death at 
his front door, apparently by an 
ex-convict, and a couple of months 
after Kaufman County Assistant 


District Attorney Mark Hasse 
was killed in a parking lot near 
his courthouse office. No arrests 
have been made in Hasse’s Jan. 
31 killing. 

“I don’t want to walk around in 
fear every day ... but on the other 
hand, two months ago, we wouldn’t 
be having this conversation,” Coun- 
ty Judge Bruce Wood, the county’s 
top administrator, said Monday at 
a news conference. 

Law enforcement agencies 
throughout Texas were on high 
alert, and steps were being taken 
to better protect other DAs and 
their staffs. 

In Harris County, which 
includes Houston, District Attor- 
ney Mike Anderson said he accept- 


ed the sheriff’s offer of 24-hour 
security for him and his family. 
Anderson said he also would take 
precautions at his office, the larg- 
est of its kind in Texas, with more 
than 270 prosecutors. 

“I think district attorneys across 
Texas are still in a state of shock,” 
Anderson said Sunday. 

Gov. Rick Perry is suggesting 
that everyone — but especially pub- 
lic officials — should be extra cau- 
tious after the weekend killings. 

Asked Monday if public officials 
should fear for their safety. Perry 
said: “I would suggest everyone 
should be careful about what goes 
on whether they’re public officials 
or otherwise.”

Colo. Prosecutors to Seek Death Penalty in Theater Shooting 


Centennial, Colo. 

Prosecutors on Monday said they 
will seek the death penalty against 
the man accused in last year’s 
movie theater attack that killed 12, 
injured 70 and spurred new gun- 
control laws in Colorado. 

The much-anticipated disclo- 
sure came in a court hearing held 
four days after prosecutors publicly 
rejected an offer by James Holmes’ 


attorneys that the former neuro- 
science graduate student would 

a plead guilty to 
avoid execution. 

Prosecutors 
had said the 
defense propos- 
al wasn’t a valid 
plea bargain offer, 
Holmes although they 

could still agree to 

a plea before the case goes to trial. 


The decision to seek execution 
will delay the start of the trial until 
at least February, and the judge 
acknowledged that even that might 
not be enough time for all sides to 
prepare. The trial had been planned 
to begin in August. 

“It’s my determination and my 
intention that in this case for James 
Eagan Holmes, justice is death,” 
Arapahoe County District Attorney 
George Brauchler said at the Mon- 


day hearing. There was no audible 
reaction from Holmes, who sat in 
court with his back to reporters. 

Holmes’ attorneys are expect- 
ed to argue that he is not guilty 
because he was legally insane at 
the time of the July 20 shooting. 
They balked at entering that plea 
last month, saying they couldn’t 
make such a move until prosecu- 
tors made a formal decision on the 
death penalty, dan elliott (ap)

Deadliest month yet 
in civil war comes as 
rebels step up attacks 

Beirut 

March was the bloodiest month 
yet in Syria’s 2-year-old conflict 
with more than 6,000 document- 
ed deaths, a leading anti-regime 
activist group said Monday, blam- 
ing the increase on heavier shelling 
and more violent clashes. 

Rami Abdul-Rahman, who 
heads the Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights, said the increased 
toll is likely incomplete because 
both the Syrian army and the rebel 
groups fighting the government 
often underreport their dead in 
the civil war. 


“Both sides are hiding infor- 
mation,” Abdul-Rahman said by 
phone from Britain, where his 
group is based. “It is very difficult 
to get correct info on the fighters 
because they don’t want the infor- 
mation to hurt morale.” 

The numbers, while provid- 


ed by only one group, support the 
appraisal of the conflict offered 
by many observers: The civil war, 
largely a military stalemate, is 
destroying Syria’s social fabric 
and taking a huge toll on civilians. 

The increase also reflects the 
continuing spread of major hostil- 


ities to new parts of Syria. While 
clashes continue in Aleppo, Damas- 
cus and Homs, Syria’s three larg- 
est cities, rebels have launched an 
offensive in recent weeks to seize 
towns and army bases in the south- 
ern province of Daraa. 

Abdul-Rahman criticized the 
international community for not 
doing more to stop the bloodshed, 
which he said could increase. 

“If there is no solution, we think 
the numbers will get worse in the 
coming months,” he said. 

His overall death toll through 
the end of March was 62,554, but 
he suggested the true figure could 
be twice as high. A U.N. panel 
issued a report in February say- 
ing about 70,000 people had been 
killed in the conflict. It has not 
updated its figure, ben hubbard (ap) 


Afghan Kills U.S. Soldier 
As He Plays With Children 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

An Afghan teenager fatally stabbed 
an American soldier in the neck as 
he played with children in eastern 
Afghanistan, officials said Monday, 
as the U.S. death toll rose sharply 
last month with an uptick in fight- 
ing because of warmer weather. 

The attack that killed Sgt. 
Michael Cable, 26, of Philpot, Ky., 
occurred Wednesday near the vol- 
atile border with Pakistan. The 
attacker came from behind and 
stabbed him with a large knife, 
an Afghan official said. 

Other guards nearby didn’t 
immediately notice what had hap- 
pened because there was no gun- 
shot, and the assailant, believed 
to be about 16, was able to flee to

Free Weekend for Express Lanes 


Drivers get a chance 
to test usuaLLy toLLed 
Va. Beltway stretch 


Transportation 

Transurban, the company that 
operates the new express lanes on 
the west side of the Beltway in Vir- 
ginia, has decided for the first time 
to offer a free test to drivers who 
normally would pay a toll. 

All drivers can use the lanes 
for free from 12:01 a.m. Saturday 
through 11:59 p.m. Sunday. No 
E-ZPass will be required. 

Before the express lanes opened 
in November, many drivers won- 


dered whether the lanes would 
have a free get-acquainted period 
to start, just as Maryland’s Inter- 
county Connector did. 

Transurban officials said they 
wouldn’t be doing that. The Belt- 
way system was more than a new 
set of lanes, they said. They were 
selling a different type of travel 
experience, offering something 
extremely rare for drivers in the 
congested D.C. region: a reliable 
commute. 

Trips in the express lanes should 
take about the same amount of time 
from day to day. 

The free weekend is part of a 
broader education campaign Trans- 
urban is launching to explain the

lanes to potential customers. 

“Just like any company with a 
new product, we’re looking at ways 
to encourage people to try that 
new product, which in this case 
is the express lanes,” said Pierce 
Coffee, director of marketing at 
Transurban. 

“Now that Transurban knows 
more about how and when trav- 
elers use the express lanes, we 
think we can safely provide trav- 
elers an opportunity to test-drive 
the road on the weekend without 
causing backups. So we’re open- 
ing up the express lanes for any- 
one to try them for the first time, or 
to enjoy a toll-free weekend on us.”

Souvenir sales and 
donors pay the way 
for Easter Egg Roll 

Washington 

In a time of severe budget con- 
straints, two factors explain why 
the White House could afford to 
welcome more than 30,000 peo- 
ple Monday for the 135th annual 
Easter Egg Roll despite rumors of 
its pending cancellation: corpo- 
rate sponsors and souvenir eggs. 

Nearly a century ago. Congress 
empowered the National Park Ser- 
vice, which oversees the Easter Egg 
Roll, to accept private donations for 
its operations. 

So when her twin boys told her 
the event might be canceled, Victo- 
ria Knight-McDowell, owner and 
chief executive of Pine Bros. Soft- 
ish Throat Drops, wrote a check for 
$25,000 to make sure that would 
not happen. “It’s been such a won- 
derful White House tradition,” 
Knight-McDowell said. 

People from all 50 states and the 
District received tickets to the Eas- 
ter Egg Roll through an online lot- 
tery and entered the South Lawn in 
stages from 7:30 a.m. to 6:45 p.m. 

Commemorative eggs come in 
several colors and sell for $7.99.

National Park Foundation 
spokeswoman Marjorie Taft Hall, 
whose group handles private con- 
tributions for the event and sells 
the commemorative eggs, wrote in 
an email that the egg sales “large- 
ly cover the cost of the Easter Egg 
Roll. As in past administrations, 
we are also accepting private dona- 
tions to cover any additional costs.”

Backstory 

Last month, Congress passed the 
key measure— a continuing reso- 
lution to keep the government run- 
ning — that allowed the egg roll to 
happen. The annual Easter Egg Roll 
itself came about as a reaction to 
Congress. While informal egg-roll 
gatherings took place at the White 
House during the Lincoln admin- 
istration, they were held on the 
grounds of the U.S. Capitol after 
the Civil War. in 1876, Congress out- 
lawed using the area for games, to 
protect the Capitol grounds, which 
prompted President Rutherford 
B. Hayes to hold an egg roll at the 
White House two years later, (twp) 


Gray Not Pro-Union, Judges Say 


Washington 

A group of city administrative law 
judges is seeking to unionize for 
the first time, and the months- 
long effort — taking place over the 
strenuous objections of the judges’ 
supervisor — has generated frus- 
tration among union advocates 
who think Mayor Vincent Gray has 
failed to match his pro-labor rhet- 
oric with action. 

“We’re in Washington, D.C., and 
we’re seeing the kind of stuff that 
has gone on in Wisconsin, the kind 
of stuff that’s gone on in Michigan, 


the kind of stuff that’s gone on in 
Indiana,” said Paul Shearon, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Interna- 
tional Federation of Profession- 
al and Technical Engineers, the 
union that is helping the judges in 
the Office of Administrative Hear- 
ings organize. 

The reference to the recent 
union-related measures by Repub- 
lican governors and legislators in 
traditionally labor-friendly states 
might be exaggerated. But the 
Gray administration’s top labor 
relations officials initially opposed 
the judges’ attempts to organize. 


and although they have since with- 
drawn from the case, the agen- 
cy’s chief judge has hired a high- 
powered private law firm to keep 
fighting. 

The organizers insist that Gray, 
under D.C. law, can step in and 
recognize the union. But Gray 
has declined to do so. On Wednes- 
day, lawyers from the Office of the 
Attorney General filed a legal brief 
in support of the judges’ right to 
organize. The administration is 
leaving it to a city employee labor- 
relations board to hear the case.

Sikhs Win Va. Marriage Law Case 


Fairfax 

A Fairfax County judge has ruled 
in favor of four Sikh men who chal- 
lenged a Virginia law that required 
them to pay $500 to perform mar- 
riage ceremonies. 

The law exempts ordained min- 
isters from various faiths from 
posting a $500 bond to perform 
weddings. The Sikh men said the 
law discriminates against them 
because their faith has no ordained 
ministers. 


In a ruling Friday, Judge Den- 
nis Smith sided with the Sikhs. He 
said the requirement to post a bond 
is an unconstitutional infringe- 
ment on freedom of religion. He 
ordered that the men be licensed 
to perform marriages without hav- 
ing to pay the fee. 

The American Civil Liber- 
ties Union of Virginia, which 
represented the Sikhs, on Mon- 
day urged the state legislature 
to change the law to reflect the 
judge’s ruling, (ap)

Poll: Warner Would Lead 
McDonnell in 2014 Race 

Sen. Mark Warner holds a wide Lead over 
Gov. Bob McDonnell in a hypothetical 
2014 Senate matchup, a new poll shows. 
A survey from the University of Mary 
Washington’s Center 
for Leadership and 
Media Studies gives 
Warner, a Democrat, 
a 16-point Lead — 51 
percentto 35 percent 
— over McDonnell, a 
Republican, among 
Virginia adults. War- 
ner, who said Last week that he would 
seek re-election, has an advantage in 
every region of the state over McDonnell,

Metro to Triple Number 
of Surveillance Cameras 

Metro plans to add surveillance cameras 
to its rail cars for the first time and is 
spending millions of dollars to triple the 
number of surveillance cameras moni- 
toring its stations and parking garages. 
The Washington Examiner reported that 
the transit agency plans to increase the 
number of security cameras from 1,900 
to nearly 6,000 at a cost of $6.5 million, 
according to an agency spokesman.

Sharpshooters Cull Deer 
Herd in Rock Creek Park 

The National Park Service says sharp- 
shooters have killed 20 deer in Wash- 
ington’s Rock Creek Park, reducing the 
deer population in the park by roughly 
10 percent in order to protect plant and 
animal habitat. The goal is to reduce 
the population to no more than 20 per 
square mile. The use of sharpshooters 
was delayed by a Lawsuit filed by an 
animal rights group. A judge ruled in 
favor of the park service, which plans 
to kill more deer sometime this fall, (ap)

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Capitals’ March Revival 


Productive month 
puts Washington 
back in playoff hunt 

Capitals 

All things considered, March was a 
success for the Capitals. After win- 
ning only seven games in January 
and February combined, Washing- 
ton won nine of 16 last month and 
jumped from 15th place in the East- 
ern Conference and six points out 
of the final playoff spot on March 
1 to 11th place and one point out 
on April 1. Only the Penguins (who 
went undefeated for the month), 
the second-place Canadiens and 
the fourth-place Bruins earned 
more points than the Capitals’ 19 
in the East in March. 



The Capitals could be doing 
even better had they held on to their 
two-goal third-period lead Sunday 
against the Flyers. One night after 
coming back from a 3-1 third-peri- 
od deficit to defeat Buffalo 4-3 in a 
shootout, Washington let Philadel- 
phia tie the game with 9.5 seconds 
left in regulation and then win it 
in overtime in a 5-4 loss. 

“If you win these games, you 
deserve to be in the playoffs,” goal- 
tender Braden Holtby said. “We 
have to make sure it doesn’t hap- 
pen again.” 

Despite the loss, the Capitals 
(16-17-2) haven’t been this close 


to the East playoff picture since 
they were 0-0-0. They open April 
with an important matchup, tak- 
ing on the Hurricanes tonight in 
Raleigh with a chance to gain 
ground in the Eastern Conference 
and Southeast Division races. Six 
of Washington’s next seven games 
are against teams that are also on 
the outside looking in entering 
play Monday. Conversely, the Cap- 
itals’ final six games are against 
teams within the top eight of the 
conference as of Monday, so this 
is the time to put teams around 
them behind them. 

“Every game’s important,” 
coach Adam Oates said. “Caroli- 
na, division team, obviously a team 
we’ve got to beat to get in the play- 
offs. You know, must-win.” ad am

Pitching 
to contact more than in the past, 
Strasburg used his electric, high-

and did not walk a batter. 

Harper and Strasburg are only 
the second pair of No. 1 overall 
picks in baseball’s June amateur 
draft to start an opening-day game 
for the team that chose them. 

With Strasburg done after 80 
pitches, 52 for strikes, Johnson 
turned to his bullpen.

Davey Johnson is unsure what’s 
ahead after his final season as 
the manager of the Washington 
Nationals. 

His wife wants him to retire 
and travel. He wants to continue 
working in some capacity, which 
appears to be in a consulting role 
with the Nationals’ organiza- 
tion. One thing’s for sure: John- 
son knows this will be his final 
go-around managing a ballclub. 

Last year, Johnson became the 
second manager in Major League 
Baseball history to have taken four 
different teams to the postseason. In 
1986, Johnson won a World Series 
as manager of the New York Mets. 

After much prodding from the 
media — as Johnson put it — he 
proclaimed this year to be “World 
Series or bust” back in December. 
Washington opened Johnson’s 
final campaign with a 2-0 win over 
Miami on Monday. 

“I think I’m the person for the 
challenge this year,” Johnson said. 
“I think the development of this 
ballclub can culminate this year. 
Then I’ll probably turn it over to a 
younger, more energetic manager. 


That’s my thought.” 

Prior to Johnson’s arrival in 2011, 
the Nationals hadn’t had a winning 
season since moving to the District. 
His players are aware they have an 
opportunity to send their skipper 
out on a high note. 

“We’re just trying to win ball- 
games,” relief pitcher Tyler Clip- 
pard said. “That’s what he wants 
us to do.” 

Shortstop Ian Desmond, who 
has been with the Nationals’ orga- 
nization his entire career, acknowl- 
edged that Johnson has been a key 
figure in Washington’s turnaround. 

“Davey keeps us in check,” Des- 
mond said. “He’s seen it all, been 
there and done that. His biggest 
thing is staying even-keeled. If 
you have a young team, that’s what 
you have to do. You can’t have too 
many highs and lows.” 

For the time being, the Nation- 
als aren’t thinking about life with- 
out Johnson at the helm. 

“Davey’s done so much in base- 
ball,” third baseman Ryan Zimmer- 
man said. “It’s tough to think of 
him not being a manager and being 
involved on a day-to-day basis on a 
baseball field. He’s obviously spe- 
cial to a lot of us and countless peo- 
ple in the game everywhere. It’ll 
be a little different, but I’m going 
to enjoy the season this year and 
think about that later.” jason butt

It’s been nearly five months since 
the Maryland Terrapins set foot in 
New York City. 

They traveled there in Novem- 
ber to face reigning NCAA cham- 
pion Kentucky in the season open- 
er. It turned out to be a three-point 
loss, an unsuccessful visit to the 
new Barclays Center, the home of 
the relocated Brooklyn Nets. 

The Terps are back in the city, 
but the venue this time is Madi- 
son Square Garden, an arena filled 
with historic moments, including 
heavyweight title fights and unfor- 
gettable basketball games.

City Sports woos new 
customers by adding 
women’s apparel 
in IX through 3X 

City Sports is thinking bigger. 

Specifically, it’s thinking about 
those female customers who have 
shopped for footwear and accesso- 


ries but have skipped the clothing. 
That behavior may change now that 
the stores at Gallery Place (715 Sev- 
enth St. NW) and 19th Street (1111 
19th St. NW) have added racks ded- 
icated to sizes IX through 3X. 

“We felt it was a void in the 
marketplace,” says Lauren Blanda, 
the chain’s category manager for 
apparel. “But we didn’t want to do 


it halfheartedly.” 

Just two of the vendors that 
City Sports carries had rolled out 
plus sizes — Moving Comfort and 
Nike — so the company decided to 
expand its CS label to round out 
the offerings. That process took a 
year and started with focus groups 
to determine what plus-size shop- 
pers are looking for, Blanda says. 


“They really want color. That was 
the biggest disappointment [they 
expressed], other than not being 
able to find things that fit comfort- 
ably,” says Blanda, noting that the 
women said they often had to buy 
men’s clothes. 

To make sure the styles would 
work on real bodies, the designers 
recruited a woman they spotted 


exercising at a Boston-area gym to 
be a fit model. Her request? Tank 
tops that provided breathability 
and a wide range of motion. 

City Sports set out to replicate 
several existing CS styles, which 
proved more difficult than it sounds, 
Blanda says. But with some extra 
paneling and different seaming, 
many of the looks are flattering in 
the larger sizes. 

Want Some More? 

City Sports plans to extend sizes 
throughout the store this year by also 
adding widths in footwear, a broader 
range of sports bras, and short and 
tall styles in women’s pants. 


Blanda’s favorite is the CS Par- 
amount Capri ($55). Like the orig- 
inal style ($48), it has a back zip- 
pered pocket and reflective details. 
She hopes shoppers appreciate the 
breadth of styles available — hood- 
ies, sports bras, a skort. 

The company is still figuring 
out which products will appeal to 
customers, which is why the line is 
initially available at only six stores 
and online. (D.C. got two of the 
test stores based on analysis that it 
would be a hot market, Blanda says.) 

If sales are strong, that may per- 
suade other brands to start thinking

Q My sister has

Suggesting counseling to her 
was probably a great idea in the- 
ory, but she obviously heard it as 
a judgment that she’s flawed and 
as a refusal to collaborate with 
her. The word “ridiculous” proba- 
bly didn’t help matters, if you used 
it. I must ask, what’s so wrong 
with the hash-out plan? Giving in 
to a little listening — with some 
boundaries that you set — might 
buy you some peace if she gets the 
chance to feel heard. 


The Time Hoarder’s Wife 

Q My husband makes time for what he 
wants to do: happy hours after work, 
golfing on the weekends, etc. He 
assumes I will pick up the slack with 
child care. If I ever want to go to brunch 
with friends, however, or go shopping, he acts 
all burdened. I'm very frustrated that everything 
falls on me and that I'm the one who misses 
getting any personal time. 


This can’t be solved without candid 
communication. (And it might still 
not be solved if he happens to be 
narcissistic or a golf addict, but com- 
munication is still your best bet.) 

Depending on how strong the 
inertia of this imbalance is, and 
how much potential he has to 
take the initiative with child care, 
this could take a while. Tell him

Real Power Player 

Pat Rumbaugh wants to show folks 
that you’re never too old to have fun 

It was just a row of squares marked in chalk on 
the asphalt, but it was irresistible to Ellen Cassedy, 
who eagerly bounced down the street on one leg. “I 
haven’t hopped a hopscotch since I was about 12, 
so it’s been 50 years,” marveled Cassedy, who was 
on her way home from the Takoma Park farmers 
market on St. Patrick’s Day when she and her 
husband noticed a commotion on Willow Street. 


Parked along the block were a corn- 
hole set, a gigantic chess board, a 
tennis net, a parachute, balls galore 
and a whole lot of people of all ages 
being silly. In other words, it was a 
typical meeting of Takoma Plays, 
a community group dedicated to 
the pursuit of a good time. 

The ringleader, Pat Rumbaugh, 
was easy to spot in her “PLAY!” 
hat and broad smile, goofing off as 
much as possible. That’s because 
the 54-year-old takes this stuff very 
seriously. After a nearly 30-year 
career teaching physical education 
at Washington International School, 


Rumbaugh decided this year to 
become a full-time play advocate. 

“If we all make time to play, our 
society is going to be happier and 
more relaxed. Our quality of life will 
improve,” said Rumbaugh, whose 
interest in play began with kids — 
the ones she taught, the ones she 
raised (her son and daughter are in 
their 20s) and the one she once was. 


After her mother received a 
diagnosis of pancreatic cancer in 
2002, Rumbaugh came to realize 
that play also can help adults handle 
life’s stresses. 

Now, play is something she 
strives to have in her life as much 
as possible. It can be tennis, 
swimming, yoga or one of her daily 
“playful walks” with her dog. 

Some people would describe 
these activities as working out. 
But to Rumbaugh’s mind, exercise 
is something you have to do, while 
playing is something you want to do. 

“It starts with what’s between 
the ears,” she said. “Do you enjoy it? 
Is it something you give yourself? 
Then it’s play.” 

To promote this mindset and its 
beneficial effects on both physical 
and mental health, Rumbaugh 
founded Takoma Plays. Since the 
group’s first event in 2009, the goal

has been to bring play to everyone 
in the community, director Mary 
Hanisco said at the Willow Street 
event, pointing to a woman in her 
80s who was hitting a tennis ball 


to her teenage grandson. 

“It’s awesome, especially because 
I kind of like beating adults,” said 
11-year-old Hemi Pande, who was 
offering four square lessons. 

Two people she was beating were 
Steve Nadel and his wife, Cindy 
Dyballa, both in their 50s. 

Their daughter is grown up, but 
that doesn’t mean Dyballa has to be. 

“I’ve loved to swing since I was 
a little kid,” she said. “Sometimes 
I do it at night in the playground 
across the street from our house, 
which isn’t even legal.” 

Rumbaugh wants to get adults 
from coast to coast in on the fun 
with her next endeavor. Let’s Play 
America. She hopes to convince 
people that it takes only a little 
money for supplies and a few 
people willing to live in a way that 
celebrates play. 

“I try to model it,” Rumbaugh 
said. “When I carry on conversations 
with people, I encourage it. And I 
invite people to join me.” 

Some people don’t require much 
of a push. After Cassedy completed 
her first hopscotch in half a century, 
she was ready for more. 

“I’m going to try hula-hooping,” 
she said, spying a pile of the 
colorful loops. “That’s another 
thing I haven’t done in a while.”

Book Smarts 

Authors, publishers and Librarians who ‘live by the book’ mull what’s changed and what it nneans 

Revolutions in the book business make headlines day after day. Two years ago, Borders filed for bankruptcy; Amazon, the bane of 
bookstores, has become a formidable publisher as well; and, among other upheavals, a dispute over financial terms between Barnes & 
Noble and Simon & Schuster has led the retailer to cut back on orders from the publisher. What does all this mean for the people who 
work in the industry, from authors to literary agents, publishers and librarians? Style posed that question to several Washingtonians 
who live by the book.

Disappearing Dramas 



Broadcast networks 
are canceling shows 
before some viewers 
find out they exist 

Television 

Skittish viewers who guard their 
time are making the already diffi- 
cult task of establishing new dramas 
on broadcast television even harder. 

“Zero Hour,” the series that 
Zack Estrin helped produce for 
ABC, debuted on Valentine’s Day. 
Starring Anthony Edwards, “Zero 
Hour” demanded a viewer’s atten- 
tion as it laid out a complex conspir- 
acy meant to last at least a season. 

The first of 13 filmed episodes 
reached 6.4 million people and 
did particularly poorly among the 
youthful demographic that ABC tar- 
gets. The buzzards began circling. 
The second episode was down to 
5.39 million viewers, the third 5.05 
million. Then ABC pulled the plug. 

The reluctance of viewers to 
try something new feeds a vicious 


cycle, Estrin says: “Audiences don’t 
watch because they fear it’s going 
to be taken off, and it’s taken off 
because audiences don’t watch. It 
is a challenge for these types of 
shows going forward. You wonder if 
‘Lost’ came on today, would it have 
as many viewers right off the bat?” 

So far this season. Fox pulled the 
series “The Mob Doctor” after 11 epi- 
sodes and ABC canceled “666 Park 
Avenue” after nine episodes. Peo- 


ple barely had a chance to become 
familiar with CBS’ “Made in Jer- 
sey” or NBC’s “Do No Harm”; both 
ended after only two airings. 

Broadcast networks primarily 
rely on advertising for revenue, and 
if a show isn’t meeting expectations, 
executives often must act quickly. 

With aU the networks, shows and 
ways to watch them, dramas can 
come and go before people are even 
aware they exist, david bauder (ap)
